.hem to save an adequate sum to care 
lor themselves when at 55 or 60 they 
are obliged to retire and their salary 
ceases. 


"In the absence of a state or city 


tension system public school teachers 
ire obliged to look to the public to 
lelp them In establishing a fund by 
which to pension those of their num- 
ber who, after honorable service, are 
compelled by old age or nerve exhaus- 
tion to retire. 
The Teachers' 
annuity 


guild is already organized 
and 
has 


many safeguards. Teachers from any 
part of the state may become mem- 
bers. The guild has a permanent fund 
of $100,000, but needs half a million in 
order to provide adequate 
annuities.

ERONAUTS MADE FAST TIME IN 


GALE 


NORTH ADAMS, Oct! 31.—In the 


most 
spectacular 
balloon 
ascension 


ver made In this city or in this coun- 
try, William Van Sleet of New York, 
pilot 
of. 
the 
Pittsfleld 
Aerial Club, 


accompanied by,M. Mennard of Pitts- 
field, started from 
the 
North Adams 


Aero Park shortly after 3 o'clock yes- 
erday afternoon in a wind that was 
blowing at the rate of 40 miles an hour. 


As soon as the balloon 
struck 
the 


liigher air currents it was hurled along 
at SO mites an hour, at a height some- 
times as much as 6000 feet. 
Landing 


was made In Whately, 40 miles away, 
:n 30 minutes from the start. 


Once the aeronauts had to throw oui 


ballast to clear the 
top 
of 
Hoo'sac 


mountain, and at'the time of landing 
there was 
some 
exciting 
moments. 


The anchor hooked into trees, took hold 
of a stone wall and ripped off 'a part 
of a barn roof. 
The rip cord 
was 


finally used and the two men came 
down 75 fest with a rush, being thrown 
to the ground quite heavily. 
Both es- 


caped injury. 


Fully 40 men were required to hold 


the balloon in place while the aeron- 
auts were getting in. 
During the fill- 


ing of the bag the wind tossed 
the 


balloon about to such an extent that 
the rubber pipes -from the valve to 
the balloon neck were torn and broken 
three different times. 


Van Sleet was urgefi not to go tip, 


but dismissed the warnings.

of the college Fr. Allen also 
taught 


classes in both the college and sem- 
inary and looked after the spiritual in- 
terests of Mt. St. Joseph's, a mile from 
the college, the mochc-r house of the 
Sisters of Charity, and the spiritual in- 
terests of the Catholic parish of the 
neighborhood. Under his careful guid- 
ance the college was soon placed on a 
paying basis and last month when the 
institution observed its hundredth an- 
-liversary, old Mt. St. Mary's, well 


named the "Nursery of Bishops," stood 
foremost among the Catholic institu- 
tions of learning in the United States, 
and a grateful alumni eloquently sang 
the praises of tho one man who more 
than any other placed it to tho tore, 
Bishop Allen.
